truce in

A SYRLAN-ENGINEERED truce 
appeared to be holding in Lebanon 
by late last night. This has given 
rise to cautious hopes of an end to 
Lebanon's civil war, which has 
claimed more than 11,000 dead and 
pee wounded in 10 months. 

contrast to its regular coverage 
of events, Beirut radio last nipht 
stopped providing reports from bat- 
tlefelds. It failed to reveal to what 
extent the truce was being observ- 
ed. Late foreign dispatches coming 
out of Beirut quoted spokesmen for 
the warring factions as saying that 
“scattered and minor" clashes were 
continuing in several areas. 

Ali factions were reported to 
have agreed to the 8 p.m. ceasefire 
to the bloody strike, which has 
Jeft an alliance of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) and 
leftist forces in control of two- 
thirds of the Lebanese Country, 
stretching north, east and south. 
The one.time ruling Christians have 
been forced into an enclave sur. 
rounding the capital, Beirut. . 

Last night's ceasefire came after 
20 previous ones, none of which 
lasted any length of time. 

The ceasefire was one of the 
provisions in a peace formula an. 
mounced earlier in the day by 
Christian President Suleiman 
Franjich at the end of two-day 
talks with a Syrian delegation com- 
prising Forelgn Minister Abdul- 
Halim Khaddam, the Chief of Staff, 
Maj.-Gen, Hikmat Shehab!, and Air 
Force Commander Maj..Gen. Naji 
Jamil. 

The presidential announcement 
said that the formula dealt with 
“fundamental principles for a polit- 
ieal solution” of Lebanon’s civil 
strife, but no details were disclosed. 

Cairo Redio quoted its corres- 
pondent in Beirut as saying that 
the Christian-Moslem corflict over 
the country’s unwritten constitution 
has been settled by an agreement 
to maintain the presidency for 
Christians, though the chief powers 
will be divided equally between the

président, and a Moslem premier 
who would be elected by parliament. 
Furthermore, the six to five ratio 
favouring Christians in parliament 
and the administration will be alter- 
ed to give Moslems an equal share 
with the Christians in state in- 
stitutions. 

The warring factions, which were 
reported to have accepted the truce 
cautiously, have withheld comment 


Christians and Moslems appeared 
to be wary over the fact that the 
implementation of the pian was 
placed in the hands of a “supreme 
Lebenese-Syrian-Palestinian” ‘com- 
mittee. The committee will have two 
representatives from each side, in- 
creasing the Syrian role—and even 
more so that of the PLO—in Leba- 
non’s eatate affairs, 

Indeed, unless the committee in- 
tends to refer its proposals to the 
Lebanese authorities for confirma- 
tion, the Christians would appear 
to be facing the Jikelihood of a 
“surreuder solution.” The irory is 
that a Christian defeat would not 
necessarily Mean a victory for the 
Lebanese Moslems, who are heavily 
subject to PLO and left domination. 

A spokesman for the Christian 
National Liberal party of Interior 
‘Minister Camille Chamoun, said 
last night that the party leaders 
were considering the terms of the 
peace formula, adding: “We will 
mot deal with conquerors.” . 

The ceasefire came as PLO and 
leftist forces moved forward on the 
Damascus-Beirut road over-running 
several Christian villages and Le- 
banese Army posts. The advance 
was made possible after these 
forces consolidated their grip in 
northern Lebanon with the help of 
Palestine Liberation Army (PLA) 
urits which had crossed into Leb- 
apon from Syria during the last 
few days.

Lebanese army leaves

— Rishon Le Zion 
police yesterday arrested five 
members of the Yundeff family, 
who are suspected in the kidnap- 
ping of the two boys, who dis. 
appeared on Wednesday night. 
The Supreme Court has ruled 
the boys must join their father 
in Berlin until their parents’ 
divorce proceédings are concjud-— 
The five relatives of Menahem 
and Dov Yundeff (three women 
and two men) were in the 
moshav for the wedding of the 
boys' uncle, Yosef Ben-Artzi, The 
boys have been staying with Ben- 
Artzt for the past two years. 


The boys disappeared from on 
Wednesday night, despite the 
police guard stationed at the 
house. The guard reported that 
the boys had reportedly fallen 
asleep in thelr pyjamas around 
midnight, in the midst of a 
houseful of wedding guests. They 
were to leave with their mother 
for Germany yesterday — but 
when the police car came to pick 
them up at the appointed early 
morning hour. the boys were 
nowhere to be seen. 

A police search party. under 
the supervision of Rav Pakad 
Gavriel Sternberg, blocked ali 
exits fram the moshav and set 
out with bloodhounds. Searchers 
alerted the attorney for the 
boys’ mother. Shiomo Cohen- 
Zidon, who requested that police 
at Ben-Gurion Airport be warned 
te delay the boys’ departure if 
they should turn up there. 

The move would prevent the 

boys’ leaving with agents who 
may have been sent by their 
father with German travel per- 
mits.

This state- 
secrets clause is used so arbi- 
trarely as to prevent the emigra- 
tion of department store cleaning 
women, carpenters, Gentists or 
landscape artists. - 

Soviet activisty in Israel, dis- 
missing the official Soviet state- 
ments, say the number of exit per- 
mits granted is still no more than 
one-third of the number of aliya 
applications submitted.

IN TOWNS AND VILLAGES. among 
parish priests and their con- 
gregations, the ecumenical spirit is 
spreading. Slowly, cautiously, it is 
searching for new forms of expres- 
sion and answering 2 growing need 
among Christians of all 
denominations for mutual un- 
derstanding and co-operation. 

The Rev. Na’em Ateek, spiritual 
shepherd of what must be. 
numerically, the smallest in- 
digenous Christlan community in 
Israel, {s frankly pleased with this 
development. The full and formal ti- 
tle of his domain is the Evangelical 
Episcopal Church of St. John the 
Evangelist and he puts the size of his 
Haifa area congregation at 200 to- 
day. It was much larger during the 
mandatory period, at which time 
there was also an English-speaking 
congregation with its church in St. 
Luke's Compound. 

Today, the two Protestant con- 
gregations have merged and the 
weekly services are in Arabic, witha 
service in English twice a month, 
Rev. Ateek, who has been in Haifa 
for three years, is well qualified for 
both tasks, being bilingual. He was 
born and grew up in Belt Shean, 
studied in Texes, and at Berkeley, 
California, and returned to Israe} in 
1966. 


“AT THE CLERICAL LEVEL," 
says Rev. Ateek. “the ecumenical 
spirit first blossomed in Halfa three 
years ago. when the entire Christian 
community joined together In the 
Week of Prayer for Christian Unity, 
which is usually held between 
January 18 and 25. There was a 
_ general readiness for it; prayers 
were held in a different church each 
. evening, and theological differences 
were no obstacle. It was really 
revolutionary, for, although the 


mon problems, and start breaking 
down the barriers. 

“We all believed that one week a 
year of joint services was not 
enough, and thought tours for people 
of different denominations might be 
one solution. Two years ago we hired 
four buses and travelled south to see 
biblical sites in Nablus, Jerusalem, 
Bethlehem and Hebron. This year 
we made a similar trip to the holy 
places around the Kinneret. And we 
have learnt to do more things 
together — visiting the sick, joint 
participation in weddings and so on. 

“It's true that the older people are 
less receptive to this new spirit than 
the younger ones, and because we 
want to stay together we try te ad- 
just the pace to those who walk 
slowest." 


REV. ATEEK'S ACCOUNT of how 
the clerics nurtured the tender plant 
of the ecumenical spirit has a ring of 
eagerness about it. 

“Plans for the future? Yes, there 
are. We want to tackle communal 
problems. We are looking for a lec- 
ture room where peopie can feel at 
ease, and sit and talk. A church 
wouldn't be appropriate. 

“There are some very serious 
problems that we want to tackle 
together. Take drug abuse, for ex- 
ample. The entire Christian com- 
munity should be interested in 
fighting it and in warning the young 
of the consequences. There are also 
the problems of education and hous- 


ing. 

“Our world has changed. Time 
was when the Church waited for the 
people to come to it. Now, it must go

Keeping justice pure and clean 


ALMOST 200 YEARS AGO, Lord 
Hardwick described the purpose of 
the sub judice rule as being "to keep 
the streams of justice pure and 
clean" and to prevent the minds of 
the publle from being prejudiced. In 
Israeli law, the rule is contained in 
section 41 of the Court Law, 1957. 
This section prohibits anyone from 
publishing “anything concerning a 
matter pending in court if the 
publication is caiculated to Influence 
the course or outcome of the trial." 
but it expressly excludes the bona 
fide publication of anything which has 
been said, or has occurred, ia open 
session of the court. The rule, Mr. 
Bach explained, takes effect only 
trom the moment a charge is formal- 
ly filed against an accused and 
remains in force until after the 45 
day period during which an appeal 
against the decision of the trial court 
may be lodged has elapsed; or, in the 
event of an appeal until] judgment 
has been handed down. 

Despite the use of the term 
“calculated to influence," Mr. Bach 
said, there is no element of “‘inten- 
tion" in the law, which, on the con- 
trary, imposes absolute lability on 
anyone who infringes {ts provisions, 
whether this is done with malice 
aforethought or not. The technical 
legal word "'calculated,"* must be un- 
derstood to: mean “‘likely.'' The 
prosecution will take ἃ middie path, 
in deciding whether a publication is 
likely to influence the outcome of a 
trial or not, between the strict 
criterion of the ‘‘clear and present 
danger” of influence, and influence 
which could be adduced only by a far 
stretch of the imagination. 

Mr. Bach saw no real difficulty in 
solving the dilemma posed by the 
rival claims of a free press and the 
need to prevent publication likely to 
obstruct the course of justice and 
lead to trial by the media instead of 
by the courts. By using com- 
monsense and good judgment, he 
said, it would not be difficult to finda 
golden mean between these two 
claims. As a guide line towards this 
mean he set out what form of 
publication should be meticulously 
avoided: any incitement against the 
accused or the prosecution; any ex- 
pression of opinion on the outcome of 
the trial; any mention of evidence 
ostensibly known to the writer but 
not produced in court; and, in short, 
anything likely to poison the at- 
mosphere and create a feeling of 
hostility against either the accused 
or the prosecution. 


IN JUSTIFYING the sub judice rule 
even in our system of judicature, 
where there are no juries but only 
professional judges, Mr. Bach 
pointed out, first, that witnesses are

very vulnerable to press influence 
and that, secondly, even professional 
judges are only human and can be 
subconsciously influenced in their 
decisions by press reports. 
Furthermore, the judges must 
decide on the basis of the testimony 
before them. if the witnesses have 
been influenced by press reports, 
then this must inevitably have at- 
least an indirect effect on the out- 
come of the trial. The judges 
themselves, he pointed out, have 
stated that their task of doing justice 
with unprejudiced minds is suf- 
ficiently difficult without their being 
burdened with the additional task of. 
ignoring the pressures and counter- 
pressures of public opinion, as ex- 


- preased in the press.

matter up with the Director of the 
Broadcasting Authority and had put 
it to him that if this allegation were 
indeed correct the televising of the 
skits would constitute a breach of a 
solemn undertaking made by him to 
the lawyer and to the High Court of 
Justice. The Director of the Broad- 
casting Authority had then taken it 
upon himself to ban the televising of 
the skits concerned in order to keep 
faith with Mr. Bach's undertaking on 
behalf of the Authority. 

In his concluding remarks, Mr. 
Bach noted that both his and the At- 
torney General's office generally 
adopted a liberal attitude towards 
press infringements of the sub judice 
ΤΌΘ and com, on a warning 
not to repeat the contravention.

Instant take-away educatio}

INSTANT TAKE-AWAY ham- 
burgers, chinese noodles and fried 
chicken have spread to the farthest 
corners of Japan through the 
franchise chain system. Now a hand- 
ful of business tycoons see a great 
future for the same idea in educa- 
tion. 

“Tf you have a six (tatami straw) 
mat room and one million yen 
($3,280), you too can be a school prin- 
cipal." Advertisements like this in 
Japanese newspapers have drawn 
thousands of applicants to the 
Nagoya head-quarters of Fujio Kato, 
a 32-year-old former accountant- 
turned-educator. 

Kato was a management consul- 
tant to small and medium-sized com- 
panies until mid-1973 when he got the
